The house was so densely envelop- 
ed in smoke that a clerk who slept upstairs made 
a narrow escape with his life. 

The fire engines were promptly on the ground. 
Sometime was lost however in forcing the doors 
open on Bullitt street. The inllamable ma- 
terial ol the contents of the house, every story 
of which was tilled, eaused the flames to spread 
rapidly and rage furiously. There was no pros- 
pect of saving the building in which it originated, 
and the efforts of the firemen were directed to 
save the adjoining houses- This would have been 
successful had not the water given out in the cis- ! 
terns. One engine after another had to suspend

Death at' .Inlin V. tluso'n, American 
Minister to i'rmire. 

We learn, by the arrival of the North Briton 
at Farther Point, that John Y. Masou, our minis- 
ter in Paris, died in that city on the 3d instant, 
of apoplexy. 

He was born in Virginia, graduated at the Uni- 
versity of North Carolina in lclG, from which i 
institution he received the degree of LL. D.;! 
adopted the profession of law, and was a Judge 
of the District Court of Virginia; he wss a re- 
presentative in Congress from Virginia from 1651 
to 1847; a member of President Tyler's Cabinet, 
I as Secretary of the Navy; a member of rresi- i 
dent Polk's Cabinet, first as Attorney-General, 
] and secondly as Secretary of the Navy; and was 
; appointed by President Pierce Minister to Fi ance, 
in which position he was continued by President J 
Buchanan till his death. His association with 
Mr. Buchanan in the famous Ostein! Convention, | 
as well as his Virginia connections, induced Mr. 
Buchanan to allow him a second term of an office I 
for which his inability cither to write, read, or i 
speak French was a serious disqualification. 

Mr. Mason was a man of generous nature, and 
his free living and hospitality have probably more 
than consumed his salary. He leaves a wile and 
cavers] children, and one of his daughters was i 
lO^ently married in Paris. 

Several years ago, after his arrival nt Paris, I 
Mr. Mason had a paralytic stroke, which now ap- 
pears to have been the premonition of the final 
attack of which he died on the 1th instant- 

The effect of Mr, .Mason's death is already I 
apparent in Washington, where official circles are 
discussing the question of a successor. Some 
say that Secretary Floyd will take his place, and 
that Faulkener, the defeated Congressman Irom 
the same State, will probably enter the Navy 
Department.

A work entitled "Hints Towards Physical 
Perfection," hv D II. Jacques, shows that the 
length of life has been steadily increasing since 
the sixteenth century, when, according to Dr. 
Buchanan, its average was only eighteen years. 
The average duration cd life at the present day in 
Europe is set down at forty-three years. The in- 
creased lengevity is attributed to the fact that iu 
the middle ages, men were cooped up in towns, 
living on had I od, taking little exercise, even 
farmers ami their servants being huddled togeth- 
er in fortified vilhages, and walking many miles 
daily to their agricultural labors. It is said that 
the average duralion of life in Great Britain, at the 
present d iv, among those in good circumstances, 
is fifty years; for the whole population it is about 
forty-five vears. For France it is about fortj- 
two, and for the Uniied States about forty lliiee. 
The poor and laboring classes iu most Oountries 
are said to be shorter lived, by more than one- 
fourth, thRn the wealthy. In Prance, die wealthy 
live on an avnrage, twelve years longer than the 
poor. A late English writeron human longevity 
contends thut, according to the great law which 
determines the life of mankind, man should live 
to a hundred, and would do so, were his habits as 
simple and healthy as those of other animals. .

HARPER'S FERRY REBELLION. 

Harper's Eekhy, Out. 18. 

The town of Harper's Ferry was thrOQfred last 
night with military and rioters, and martial law 
prevailed throughout the entire community. No 
one could pass the bridge without ai rest, unless 
permitted by Col. Sbriver, commanding the 
Frederick. military. The precaution was taken to 
prevent the possibility of the escape of any of 
the disturbers of the peace of the town. 

Nearly the first object visible after passing the 
bridge w is a dead negro lying outside the pave- 
ment, with an ugly j:ash in his throat, and other 
wounds No one seemed to notice liim particu- 
larly, more than any other dead animal. The 
citizens have not yet recovered from their aston 
ithment at the civil war which has so suddenly 
been engendered in their peaceful community — 
nor their surprise at the boldness and absurdity 
which characterizes the efforts of the conspira- 
tors who have so mysteriously alighted, full arm- 
ed, in their midst. The insurgents are eageil, 
however, aftir their work ol violence and death, 
and the people with great anxiety awaited the re- 
sults of the events of to-day. 

At about 5 o'clock yesterday morning the mili- 
tary companies, a part ol which had been on duty 
at guard during the night, were ordered out. The 
volunteer- took possession of the streets sur- 
rounding the government buildings, and cleared 
them ol vpectators. The maiines were drawn up 
within the inclosure, under the command of Col. 
Lee, Lieut. Stewart, of the army, and M ij. Rus- 
sell, with their two Dalhgreen 12 pound howil 
zers. The insurgents weie in the engine room of 
the armory, a small building at the extreme end 
cf the go\ernmeut works. They held as their 
prisoners some halt dozen citizens of wealth ami 
respectability and some hall dozen negroes. One of 
the Baltimore companies, (the Independent Grays, 
Lieut. Simpson commanding.) occupied the rail- 
road bridge, diiectly in front ol the occupied 
buildings. 

The military companies of the adjoining towns 
and the Biltimore companies presented an im- 
posing military display The scene was exciting 
in the extreme. The most breathless suspense 
existed for the half hour which preceded the at 
tuck. Death was anticipated, and the reckless 
dating of the lew bold and foolish fanatics who 
Bet at defiance the authority of the General 
Government and the whole military force in their 
view, created an intense indignation and a desire 
for their summary chastisement. The apprehen • 
sions lor the safety of the gentlemen detained in 
the custody of the Insurgents were also painful. 
The marines in the yard commenced maneuvering 
towards a close proximity to the building At 
length Col. I.ee appeared in front ol the inclo 
sure with Lieut. Stew art, who with a citizen, was 
deputed to hear a flag of truce to the insurgents. 
Every eve was upon the two latter as they ap- 
proached the door of the building. The confer- 
ence was long, especially between the iiisurjents 
and the citizen, and the patience ol all present 
was nearly exhausted At length they retiied. 

It was understood that Col. Lee, in summoning 
them to sm render, offered them protection ti. 1 
the pleasure of the President of the United States 
should he made known, and that nearly all of the 
insurgents were in favor of accepting these con- 
ditions; but the powerful will of the leader, Brown, 
overruled their wishes, nnd they refused to sur- 
render. Major Kussell then ordered Lieut. Green, 
with a file of marines, to lorce the large double 
doois. They rushed towards them, anil attempt- 
ed with their bayonets to force them open, but 
the strength of their fastenings defied the effort. 
At this time a volley from within Increased the 
excitement of I he spectators. The marines then 
tried to force the doors with heavy sledge ham- 
mers, but they also proved ineffectual. 

A double iile of marines was then ordered to 
attack the doors with a heavy ladder. A few 
powerful efforts shattered the strong doors of this 
outhouse of the government, which was filled 
with fire engines, and as they yielded to the force 
Of this battering ram and Hew into pieces, an ex- 
tra shout went up from the multitude. The mo- 
ment the upper part of the doors went down, 
Lieut. Green and his marines fired a voile] into 
the insurgents with deadly aim. Major Russell 
then sprang upon the ladder and preceded them. 
The conflict wits terminated in a few minutes. 
One of the marines, private Quinn, was borne 
off fatally wounded by a shot in the abdomen, 
and another private, Rupert, received a tlesh 
wound in the upper lip, and had one or more of 
his upper teeth knocked out. 

The imprisoned citizens, whose names have 
been mentioned, then rushed out, and leaving the 
inclosure, were greeted most warmly by their 
friends, some of them having been confined since 
Sunday evening last. Two white insurgents were 
brought out as prisoners, one named Watson 
Brown, a sou of the leader ol the insurgents, who 
was in a very helpless condition from wounds ic- 
ceived on Monday, and another named Kdwin 
Coppee, of Iowa, who was uninjured. A free ne- 
gro from llarrisburg, named Shields Green, a 
somewhat notorious character, was also arrested. 
Four or five other negroes were also taken out of 
the engine-house, who were known to be slaves 
belonging to the neighborhood, and supposed to 
have been forcibly detained- Hut several of the 
Insurgents had been killed in the assault by the 
marines, and the most painful and exciting act in 
the tragedy was the bringing out of the dead 
. bodies- Five of them lay upon the grass, one 
named J. C. Anderson in the last agoeies ol dis 
solution, another, the leader, the older Brown, 
with a heavy gash upon his forehead, and three 
other wounds noon his body, supposed to be mor- 
tal, but still calm and collected, and conversing 
intelligently, without an indication or emotion ol 
paiti, and answering all the questions of the crowd 
about him. 

Another son of the leader, named Brown, was 
taken out stark and told, he having been killed 
the day previous. Stewart Taylor, also instantly 
killed by a ball through his head and one through 
his body, aud Albert Haslitt, killed instantly- 
The wounds were shocking to behold, and all 
were weltering in blood. The writer had a con- 
versation with the dying man, Anderson. He 
said that the elder brown had been their leader, 
and he had always looked up to him as a great 
man A letter was found in his pocket from his 
brother, J J. Anderson, of Chillicothe, stating 
that the contents of his last letter upon the (pies 
tion of slavery were -'devoured with eagerness." 
Upon the body of Haslitt was found a lock of 
hi* wife's hair and a piece of her dress. When 
the marines brought out the prisoners an immense 
cry of "hai g them'* filled the air, and young men 
with rifles jumped from the walls and the bridge 
into the armory yard and were pressing to where 
they were, fully intent on killing them ; but the 
marines were ordered to protect them, and drive 
back tho-e Who were eager for their blood. The 
bodies of the dead and dying men were brought 
out and laid on the grass, and it was impossible 
to keep the crowd back. dipt. Brown told the 
crowd not to maltreat him; that lie was dying, and 
that he would soon be beyond all injury. Major 
Russell had him conveyed into one of the rooms 
of the Departments, and kindly ordered all atten- 
tion to be paid him. Brown looked up, and recog 
Dicing Major Russell, said, "You entered first I 
soul i have killed you, but I Spared you " In re- 
ply to which the Major bowed and said, "I thank 
you ." 

Major Russell kindly admitted me to the room 
where Brown was dying, and I held the following 
conversation with him. I asked — 

"What is your name — where were you born 
and hokv oil are yon." 

'"Mv namw is John Brown. I am we'l known. 
I have been known SB Old llrown of Kansas I'm 
from Litchfield county, Connecticut, and have 
lived in divers places. Two of my sons were 
killed here to-day, and I am dying too. I came 
here o liberate slaves, and was to receive no re- 
ward. I have acted from a settee of duly, and 
am content to await my late, but I think the 
crowd have treated me badlv. I'm uu old tiiun, 



and yesterday I could have killed whom I chose; 
but I had no desire to kill any person, mid would 
not have killed a man h id they not tried to kill 
me and my men. 1 could have s icked aud burnt 
the town but did not; I hive treated the persons 
whom 1 took as It stages kindly, and 1 appeal to 
them for the truth ol what I say. I am sixty- 
three years old." 

Reporter. — "When did you first conceive this 
move?" 

Brown. — "While in Kansas. After my prop- 
erty was destroyed, one of my sons killed, and my 
happiness destroyed by the slave party of Kansas, 
1 dotet mined to be revenue*!. I also was moved 
in this matter by a hope to benefit the negroes." 

Reporter — "Where did you get all your rifles 
and tlie pikes which arc here'? Who furnished 
you v\ ith them?" 

Brown — "My own money. I did not receive 
aid from any man. Cook is not a son of mine. 
If 1 had succeeded in running off slaves this 
time, 1 could have raised twenty tunes as many 
men as 1 have now, for a similar expedition. But 
I have failed. I did not intend to stay here so 
long, but they (the citizens) deceived me by pro- 
posing compromises which they had no intention 
of currying out. I am not in any man's cm- 
ploy." 

lirown complained that the crowd who were 
clamorous for his blood were treating him un- 
kindly and unfairly, alter the kindness and leni- 
ency he had shown the citizens and the town. 
He also s:iid that he was fully convinced that he 
was dying in a righteous cause. It is not, how- 
ever, probable tint he will die until he has been 
tried by a jury, as the only wound be sustained 
is a cut across the head with a sabre. The sum 
of S 1M) was found on his person, which was 
placed with the paymaster for sale keeping. 

Ed Copie states that he is from Iowa. He 
made the acquaintance of Brown last winter in 
Iowa, where Brown told him of this scheme and 
asked him to join the expedition. Copie states 
as follows: " We were to be well paid forour time 
and trouble We never made a direct bargain as 
to how much we were to receive. Old man Brown 
was not to pay us, but 1 don't know who was. 
The rides were furnished by the Massachusetts 
Aid Society. '1 hey were first sent to Kansas, 
bit' the excitement having died away, they were 
of no use, and Brown got the rifles for this ex- 
pedition. They were sent from Kansas to Cham - 
bersbufL', Franklin county; they were then hauled 
from there to Brown's house by a man who lives 
in Greeneastle. I don't know who made the 
pikes or picks. I have said all the prayers 1 have 
to say, and am ready to die." 

This man was in excellent spirits, perfectly un- 
concerned in regard to his fate, and sat that he 
"was ready to swing, if the laws ol the country 
ordered it." 

The wounded have been removed to the lioppi- 
tnl of the arsenal, including the rioter, A. D. Ste- 
vens. Such was the excitement on Monday night 
that Stevens would havebetn shot tu his bed, had 
it not been for the restraint exercised by others 
upon those who permitted their passions to become 
ungovernable. The wretched man stated his 
willingness to go out in the morning and be shot 
upon his coffin, but begged them not to shoot him 
in his I ed. He is reported to be mortally wound- 
ed, but it is thought by some that his four wouuds 
are not fatal. 

Di.ring the tleep suspense pending the attack of 
the marines upon the insurgents, in the engine 
house, a party of Baltimore "Roughs," recognized 
as members of the clubs, numbering twenty or 
more, were seen right up at the gate of the pub- 
lic buildings, each with? a musket or rifle in hand, 
"eager for ihc fray." Their anxiety to partici- 
pate in the engagement was so manifest that 
Colonel Shutt called out to them not to fire, be- 
cause there were citizens held in the building 
whose lives they might endanger. Finally they 
were ordered away from their close proximity to 
the scene of the contest. When the crisis of the 
engagement arrived, even the outside military 
and citizens could hardly re train themselves from 
rushing forward and discharging their -irms. 
Loud calls of'order arrested their impulses. When 
the prisoners came out there w ere vociferous cries 
of "hang them" constantly repeated. The com- 
panies in d citizens were afterwards admitted to 
the government grounds, and all had an opportu- 
nity to view the corpses of the ileluded fanatics 
who h id so foolishly forfeited their lives. The 
laces of all the victims, it was a subject of gene 
ral remark, exhibited peculiar characteristics. 
The public authorities have made arrangements 
for their burial. 

The Marine corps remain at Harper's Ferry 
with their prisoners in custody, awaiting the in- 
structions of the G< neral Government as to their 
present di position and trial. 

The Independent Grays, under the orders of 
General Kgerton, were dispatched about 10 
o'clock in search of the wagons which were seen 
to leave Harper's Ferry under the conduct of the 
insurgents, a day or two since, aud also to capture 
any members of the organization who might be 
found located at near points. About twelve 
o'clock the loud cheering of the crowd announced 
the retin n of the Grays with two Wagon loads of 
the national arms which they h id found secreted 
in the recesses of the hills. While they « ere un- 
loading the arms at the armory, the train with 
the remainder ol the Baltimore and Frederick 
troops was compelled to leave, and ihey remain- 
ed behind The Grays will probably return to 
Baltimore this morning. Anvng the orms cap- 
tured was a large Dumber of Sharpe's rifles, which 
were sent to the insurgents at Cnambersburg, Pa., 
by the Massachusetts Emigration Aid Society, 
and which were coii-idered by many of the soldiers 
lawful prizes Among the arms found in posses 
siouofihe insurgents were also found a large 
number oi roughly made pikes, evidently not the 
manufacture ol the Government. This negro 
weapon »:is also appropriated us a trophy- by 
many visitors to the scene of action. Col. Eger- 
ton gained possession of onc^half cut in two by 
a Minnie b ill, ami discolored by tiie blood of the 
fanatic leader. Brown. 

About the middle of the stream of the broad 
Potomac lies the body of one of the insurgents 
named Win. II. Leeman, who was shot on Holi- 
day, while attempting to make his escape from 
the town. His black hair may just be seen float 
log upon the surface of the water and waving with 
ev ery ripple. The visiters, upon discovering the 
body to day, saluted it with a shower of balls; but 
the action was one ol very questionable taste and 
propriety. He was honored with the commission 
of captain from Mr Brown. 

The extraordinary movement at Harper > 8 Ferry 
on the part of the Abolitionist Brown, character- 
ized by such audacity and folly, is fertile of com- 
ment. It appears that he was a monomaniac, 
possessing a strong will, superior firmness and re- 
sources ol mind, and that his followers possessed 
a weakness of mind and character which enabled 
him to obtain that ascendency over them which 
led them to their destruction. 

CAPT. BILL COOKE. 

This man is ret resented to be a most notorious 
and blood-thirsty individual Possessing a large 
amount of brute courage, he is reckless of his 
conduct, and hesitates not to shoot an adversary- 
Some time ago he trot into a dilliculiy in the 
neighboihood of Harper's Ferry with one of ihe 
railroad employees. The man was very close to 
Cooke, and when the latter drew his revolver, 
seized it and turned the muzzle from its aim. 
Cooke discharged it, however, and the charge 
passed through the clothing of the right side of 
him whom he sought to kill. Before he had time 
to lire the weapon again he was felled to the 
ground by a well directed blow with a slunj; shot, 
from Ihe effect of which he laid insensible for 
more than two hours. That, however, did not 
deter him from further acts of outrage. His na- 
tivity is not known He is said to be a man of 
fair education, but is regarded by all who know 
him as a designing nnd dangerous man. Cooke 
married several years ago in the neighborhood of 
Harper's Ferry; but it is said that he left on 
Monday afternoon with his family, but wlinl 
direction he took could not be ascertained. 

THE CONSPIRACY TIIF. I.KT1KR TO TIIE SECRETARY 

OF WAR. 

The anonymous letter heretofore sroken of as 
having been received by Gov. Floyd, the Secre- 
tary of War, reached him while at Old Point, 
lately. It stated that insurrections would occur 
simultaneously at Wheeling, Harper's Ferry and 
Washington, for the purpose of freeing slaves. 
It is understood that about -100 slaves have lately 
escaped from Virginia and Maryland under the 
agency of the emissaries. The people of the 
adjacent country in Maryland and Virginia w ill be 
on Ihc lookout for these runaways before reaching 
Pennsylvania. Gov. Wise, of Virginia, who in 



going up to the scene of tiot, yesterday morning, 
had set on foot the measure (which it subsequent- 
ly became unnecessary to carry out) lor sending 
cavalry from this city to pursue and hunt the flee 
ing insurgents through any portion of Virginia, 
had also by telegraph requested the President of 
the United States to authorize the cavalry to fol- 
low them into any State or locality, they having 
stolen the property and treasure of the govern- 
ment, and placed its stolen arms in the hands of 
negroes and others. If they bhould get into 
Pennsy lvania, it is to be presumed that the Gov- 
ernor of that patriotic Commonwealth would 
promptly afford all due assistance and Ruth .rity 
in capturing such bloody and high-handed offend- 
ers against the laws, the peace aud dignity of sis 
tar States. 

COV. tVISE AT THE SEAT OF THE DISTURBANCE . 

Gov. Wise, of Virginia, after consulting with 
the President, came down to the Relay House in 
the early Washington train, accompanied by 
ninety Virginia volunteers. At the Relay House 
he was joined by Gen George Stewart, ^ind both 
proceeded together. Gov Wise will remain at 
Harper's Ferry several days, anil will meanwhile 
in-titute a most rigid investigation ot the origin 
aud all the facts connect ed with the insurrection. 

REPORT TO THE PRESIDENT AND SECRETARY OF WAR. 

Major Ru-sell,ol the U.S. marine corps, came 
down from Harper's Ferry, yesterday afternoon, 
in the extra military train, and took the train at 
the Relay House for Washington He carried in 
his possession highly important papers and docu- 
ments found ii, ihe baggage and on the persons of 
the killed and captured insurgents, to be laid be- 
fore the President and Secretary of War. These 
papers arc mostly in cyphers, bul it is said enough 
has been gleaned to show to some extent the na- 
ture of the insurrection, and the names of some 
ol the prominent abettors in it. 

OTHER INCIDENTS. 

Capt. Talbott, Adjutant of the 5th regiment, 
has in his possession a navy revolving pistol, 
which belonged to J. D Cooke, one of the 
escaped ringleaders, and a Sharpe's rifle, with the 
initials of J. C. Anderson thereon. 

The acting second sergeant of the company of 
Law Grays was seized with a fit at the moment 
the company was being engaged in the storming 
of the armory. He was taken from the line. 

E L. O'Donnel, ihe baggage master of the mil- 
itary train, exhibited a musket ba'l through the 
top Of bis bat, cutting some of the hair of his 
head away. 

In the midst of the fighting, artists were seen 
ptusing in the fray, and sketching the scene as its 
points presented themselves before them. Anion;; 
these soidier artists was Mr. John W. Torsch.of 
the Law Grays. 

Captain W. D. Blown, attached to the Law 
Grays, was detailed to guard a wounded insur- 
gent to the quarters, and protect him from the 
violence of the citizens. While tQ employed he 
asked him to confess how long the plot had been 
going on, who were its authors, and where their 
meetings were held, but the dving man refused. 
Captain Brown took from the man's pocket a note 
book of cyphers and secret characters', and lias it 
now in his possession. The cyphets are Inter- 
spersed with a lew English words and names of 
places, among them the following: "SprinL'dale, 
Cedar co., Illinois," "Iowa," "St. Paul, Minnc 
sola," and the sentence, "1 once more sit down 
to write to you." 

A number of the military and others returned 
to the city yesterday, bringing with them as tro 
phies of the fight, elegant arms taken from the 
rioters, and a peculiar kind of spear found in the 
hands of many of the negroes. 

NO MORE TROOPS. 

Early yesterday morning, in view of the state 
of affairs at Harper's Ferry, and the ability of 
the troops already at the scene to put down the 
rioters, Gen. George II. Stewart countermanded 
the order lor fresh troops. 

THE RETURN CF TIIE BALTIMORE MILITARY — THEIR 
WELCOME. 

All day yesterday, from dawn until dark, the 
depot of the Camden Station was thronged by 
anxious citizens inquiring alter the latest intetll 
gence. The passengers on every train that ar- 
rived, whether from Washington or Frederick, 
were eagerly questioned and the least morsel of 
Information concerning the absorbing event seem- 
ed 'o satisfy. When it was announced that the 
ettra train containing the gallant Baltimore mili- 
tary would arrive, the throngs about the depot 
increased until several thousand men, woimu end 
children were crowded into the depot. 

At 4 o'clock the reserve guard of the Law 
Grays, under the command of Sergeant Connol- 
ly, headed by Capt. I.eidy's band, marched to the 
depot to receive their returning brother soldiers, 
and escort them to their armonies. The detach- 
ment) on reaching the depot and finding the 4:90 
western express about to start, took passage on 
the train with the intention ol offering 'heir ser- 
vices to the authorities of Virginia and .Maryland 
as scouts and reconiiolterinc men in the tiotous 
districts. 

At five o'clock the whistle of the extra milita- 
ry train signaled her coming, and in a moment 
there was a rush of the excited throng, and the 
train was saluted at the entrance of the tlepol by 
cheering and waving of hats trotn the sidewalk, 
and the handkerchiefs of the ladies from the win- 
dows of the dwellings in sight. The train passed 
into the depot, when the companies were disem- 
barked, and formed in line on the platform, head- 
ed by martial music. The soldiers looked dusty 
and h.ieg.ird, and bore good evidence of having 
undergone great fatigue. They got under way in 
u few minutes, and moved up Howard street and 
down Baltimore succt, tlie band playing lively 
airs. Thousands of persons thronged the pave- 
ments, ; p ( | every face wore an expression of wel 
come and gladness. As they reached the vicinity 
of their armories the companies filed off, and 
soon all were welcomed safe to their homes and 
firesides once more. 

[Special dispatch to the Cincinnati Gazette.] 
BROWN'S CONFESSION. 

Harper's Ferry, Oct. 20. 
I learned to-day that Senator Mason, of Vir- 
ginia, ex-member of Congress Faulkner, of 
Charlestown, Va., and Hon Mr. Valtandigham, 
of Ohio, were to have an interview with Ossa- 
watnmie Brown. Of course, we determined on 
being present, and carried our determination into 
effect. 

After some little delay we were introduced in- 
to the room where Brown and Stephens l *y. We 
found the former to be a six footer, although, : s 
he lay, he looked some six inches shorter. He 
haa a bullet or Jack Shepparu head, long gray 
hair, which at this time is matted, the sabre cut 
in his head having caused the blood to flow free- 
ly, to the complete disfiguration of his face. 
His hands were begrimmed with dirt, evidently 
the result of continued exposure to the smoke of 
powder; his eyes are ot a pale blue, or perhijis 
of a light gray color, much such eyes as these of 
his brother filibuster, Walker 

During Ihe conversation hereafter repeated, he 
betrayed not oue sign of weakness. In the midst 
of enemies whose homes he had Invaded, wound- 
ed and a prisoner, surrounded by a small army of 
officials, and a more desperate array of angry 
men, with the gallows staring him full in the face, 
he lay on the floor, and in reply to every ques- 
tion gave an answer I hat betokened the spirit 
that animated htm. The language of Governor 
Wise well expresses his boldness. Said the Gov- 
ernor, "He is the gamest man I ever saw." I 
believe the worthy Executive had hardly expect- 
ed to see a man act thus in such a trying moment 

Ab the conversation progressed, Stephens paid 
close attention, and once at least, corrected a re- 
mark of Brown's. Both men seemed prepared for 
death, and seem ever to court it, under the idea, 
perhaps, that they will be regarded as martyrs, 
but more probably under the conviction of having 
performed a s,acred duty. However much the 
writer may differ fiom them, there must arise a 
feeling of respect for their sincerity which im- 
pelled them to their rash designs. 

The parties present in the room during the 
conversation were Senator Mason, Hon. Messrs. 
Faulkner and Vallandigham, Dr. Biggs, Lieut. 
Stewart, 1-t Cavalry, U. S. A., two New York re- 
porters, and the writer. A few other persons 
come in at times to see what was going on. 

THE CONVERSATION. 

Senator Mas- n — How do you justify your acts? 

Brown — 1 think, my friend, yon Ire guilty of 
a great w rong against God and humanity. 1 say 
that without wishing to be offensive. It would 
be perfectly right lor any one to interfere with 



you so far as to free those you willfully and wick- 
edly hold In bonds I do not say this insultingly. 

Mr. Mason — 1 understand that. 

Brown — I think I did right, and that others 
will do right who interfere with you at any time 
and all times. I hold that the golden rule: Do 
unto others as you would that others should do 
unto you, applies to all who would help others to 
gain their liberty. 

Lieut. Stewart— But you don't believe in the 
Bible 

Biown — Certainly I do. 

Mi. Mason — Do you consider this a military 
organization on this paper? — showing a copy of 
the so called constitution aud ordinance — 1 have 
not yet read it. 

B— I did in some measure. I wish you would 
give that paper your close attention. 

Mr. M — You consider yourself the Command- 
er-in-Chief of this provisional military force? 

B — 1 was chosen, agreeably to the ordinance of 
a certain doci meut, Comnuinder-in Chief ol that 
lorce. 

Mr. M — What wages did you offer? 
B — None. 

Lieut. Stewart — The wages of sin is death. 
B — I would not have made such a remark to 
you it you had been a prisoner, and wounded, in 

my hands. 

Mr. V — Have you ever been in Portage county, 

Ohio? 

B — I was there in June last. 

Mr. V — When ill Cleveland, did you attend the 

Fugitive Slave Law Convention. 

B — No; 1 was there about the time of the set- 
ting of the Coutt to try the Oberlin rescuers; I 
spoke there publicly on that sulject; I spoke on 
the Fugitive Shive Law, and my own rescue, of 
course, so far as I had any reference at all. I was 
disposed to justify the Oberlin people for rescu- 
ing a slave, because I have myself forcibly taken 
slaves from bondage; I was concerned in taking 
eleven slaves from Missouri toCanada last winter; 
I think I .-poke in Cleveland before the Conven- 
tion; do not know that I had any conversation 
with any ol the Oberlin rescuers; was sick part 
of the time I was in Ohio; had the ague; was part 
of the time in Ashtabula county. 

.Mi. V — Did you see anything of Joshua R. 
Giddings there? 

B — I did meet him. 

Mr. V — Did you consult with him7 

B — If I did, I would not tell you, of course, 
anything that would implicate Mr. Giddings, but 
I certainly eaw him aud had conversation with 
him. 

Mr. V — About that rescue case? 
B — Yes, 1 did hear him express his opinion on 
it very freely and frankly. 
Mr. V — Justifying it? 

B. — Yes sir; 1 do not compromise him in say- 
ing that. 

Mr. V.— Will you answer this? Did you talk 
with Giddings about your expedition here? 

B — No sir, I won't answer that, because a de- 
nial of it 1 would not make, and to make an 
affirmation of it I should be a great dunce. 

Mr. B- — Have you had any correspondence 
with panics at the North on the subject of this 
movement? 

B. — I have had correspondence. 

Bystander. — Do you consider it a religous move- 
ment? 

B. — It is in my opinion the greatest service a 
man can render to God. 

Bystander — Do you consider yourself an in 
Strument in the hands of Ptovidence? 

B — I do. 

Bystander. — Upon what principle do you justify 

your acts? 

B — By the golden rule. I pity the poor in 
bondage That is why I am here. It is not to 
gratify any personal animosity, or feeling of re- 
venge or of a vindictive spirit . It is my sympa- 
thy with the oppressed aud wronged that are as 
good as you, and as precious in the sight ol Ucd. 

Bystander. — Certainly, but why take the slaves 
against their will? 

B.— Warmly — I never did. 

Mr. V. to Biown — Who were your advisers in 
this movement? 

B. — I have numerous sympathizers throughout 
the entire North. 

Mr. V — In Northern Ohio? 

B — No; no more there than anywhere else in 
all the free States. 

Mr. V — But you arc not personally acquainted 
in Southern Ohio? 

B — Not very much. 

Mi . V. — Were you at the convention last June? 

B. — 1 w as. I want you to understand, gentle- 
men, that I respect the rights of the poorest and 
weakest of the colored people, oppressed by the 
slave system, just as much as I do those of the 
most wealthy and powerful; that is the idea that 
has moved me, and that alone. We expected no 
reward. We expected the satisfaction of endeav- 
oring to do for them in distress — the greatly op 
pressed — as we would be done by. The cry of 
distress, and of the distressed, is my reason, aud 
the only one that impelled me. 

Bystander — Why did you do it secretly? 

1! — Bee: use I thought it necessary to success. 
For no other reason. 

Mr V. — Diil you expect a general risingof the 
slaves, in case of your success? 

B. — No sir, nor did I wish it; I expected to 
gather strength from time to time, then I could 
set them free. 

Mr. V.— Did you expect to hold possession here 
until then? 

B.— Well! Probably I had quite a different 
idea; I do not know that I ought to reveal my 
plans; I am here a prisoner, and wounded, be- 
cause I foolishly allowed myself to be so. You 
overrate your strength, when you suppose that I 
could have been taken, if 1 had not allowed it. 
\ I was too tardy, after commencing the open 
: attack, in delaying mv movements through Mon- 
day night, and up to the time I was attacked by 
the Government troops. It was all occasioned 
by my desire to spare the feelings of my prison- 
ers, and their families, and of the community. 

Tbir cen questions were now put in by almost 
everybody in the room as follows: 

Where did you get arms? 

B. — I bought them, 

In what State? 

That he would not tell. 

How many guns? 

B. — Two iiundred Sharpe's rifles and two hun- 
1 dred revolvers, what is called the Massachusetts 
arms — Companies' revolvers, a little under the 
i Navy size. 

Brown here made a statement intended for the 
reporters, as follows: 

If you do not want to converse any more, I will 
remark to these reporting gentlemen that I claim 
to be here in carrying out a measure 1 belivc to 
be perfectly justifiable, and not to act a part at 
nil incendiary or ruffianly, but on the contrary, 
to aid those suffering under a great wrong. I 
wish to say, furthermore, that now all you peo- 
ple of the South had better prepare yourselves 
for a settlement of this question. It must come 
up lor settlement sooner than you are prepared 
for it; and the sooner you commence that prepa- 
ration, the better for you. You may dispose of 
me very easy — I am nearly disposed of now — 
but this question, I mean that the end of it. is 
not yet. These wounds weie inflicted upon me 
— both the sabre cuts on my head and body, 

1 and the bayonet stabs in different parts of my 
body — some minutes alter I had ceased fighting, 
and had consented to surrender, for tbe benefit of 
others, ai d not for my own benefit. 

Several persons present deuied this statement. 
I believe the Major here (pointing to Stewart) 
would not have been alive but for me. I might 
have killed him just as easy as I could kill a mus- 
quito, when he came in; but I supposed he only 
came to receive our surrender. There.had been 
loud and long calls of surrender from us, as loud 
as men could yell, but in the confusion and ex- 
citement, I suppose we were not heard, I do not 
believe the Major or any oue else wanted to 
butcher us after we had surrendered. 

An officer present here stated that specific or- 

1 ders had been given to the maiines not to shoot 
anybody, but when they were fired upon by 
Brown's men, and one of them had been killed 
and another wounded, they were obliged to re- 
turn the compliment. Brown insisted, with some, 
warmth, that the marines fired Srst. 
An Officer — Why did you not surrender before 

j the attack? 

B — 1 did nut think it was my duty or interest 

'< to do so. We assured our prisoners that we did 
not wish to harm them, and that they should be 
set at liberty. I exercised my besl judgment, 

[ not believing the people would wantonly sacrifice 

I their own fellow-citizens. When we offered to 

j let them go upon condition oi being allowed to 



change ourposition about a quarter of a mile, the t 
prisoners agreed by a vote among themselves to 
pass across the bridge with us, We wanted them I 
only as a sort ol guarantee for own own safety, 
that we should not be fired into. We took them 
in the first place as hostage-, to keep them from j 
doing any harm. We did kill some when de-fen- | 
ding ourselves, but 1 eaw no one fire, except direct- 
ly in Belt-defense. Orders were strict not to 
harm any one not in arms against us. 

Brown, suppose you had any negroes in the free 
States, what would you do with them? 

Brown, in a loud tot e and w ith emphasis — Set 
them free, sir. 

Your Intention was to carry them off and free 
them? 

Brown — Not at all 

Bystander — To set them free would sacrifice 
the life of every man in this community. 

Brown— 1 do not think so. 

Bystander — I know that. I think you are faimt 
ical. 

Brown— And I think you are fanatical. "Whom 
the gods would destroy, they first make mad." 

Was your only object to tree the negroes? 

Brown — Absolutely, our only object. 

Bystander — But you went and took Col Wash- 
ington's silver aud watch. 

Brown — Oh, yes; we intended freely to have 
appropriated the property ol slaveholders to curry- 
out our object, it was for that, and only that. 
We had no design to enrich ourselves with any 
plunder whatever.
